“The fited is at hand for the crea- 
tion of a society of American Indians 
that will embrace alt the tribes of 
this continent,” says 8..J. Soldani of 
the Osages, president of the recently 
organized Oklahoma Society of Amer- 
ican Indians. “At the next meeting 
of the society, to be held in Tulsa 
early in June, a constitution probably 
will be adopted that will nationalize 
the organization, and when that ts 
dene, we expect to start a campaign 
that will spread the influence of the 
society into the wigwams of all 
tribes.” 

In the organization of this soctety 
Soldani ia realizing the ambition of # 
quarter of a century. In the councils 
of the Osagés, he has been a power 
for a long time, and a’ a member of 
the first Oklahoma senate,after state- 
hood, he intervened, between the white 
men and the red men in legislation. 

“American Indians never have had 
a get-together meeting,” he says. “The 
tribes are scattered all over the con- 
tinent, many of them how mere rem- 
nants; While gradually most of them 
are being absorbed bythe white race, 
they have yet a common cause. That 
was never more clearly demonstrated 
than when the Indian Rights associa- 
tfon recently made -its reports of

Records kept through a period of 
several years by about 800 cottage 
gardeners indicated, or proved rather, 
that a well-cultivated vegetable gar- 
den paid them at the rate of about 85 
cents an hour for their labor ard on 
an acreage basis the returns at mar 
ket prices were about $850 an acre. 
Not all the gardens yielded at this 
rate, many of them not half that 
amount, but a considerable numbér 
jgave higher results so that the aver- 
age for those recorded was about $85 
froma tenth-acre garden. 

Results like the above. are seldom 
obtained in general farming or truck

There is small hope for those who 
do not profit: by their mistakes. Re- 
cently in a meeting of about 150 home 
gardeners, those present were asked 
to récount some of the mjstakes that 
they’ made in the conduct of thetr gar- 
dens last season. Here are some of 
them, gathered by the United States 
Department of Agriculture for the 
benefit of the readers of the Cottage 
Gardener columns, The first of these 
gardeners to confess stated that the 
greatest migtake ‘he made was in 
planting most of his crops too early 
and before the ground had become 
sufficiently warm.
